REVIEW TIME 


BUSTING INTO THE PAVILION AT 10:00pm, THE MUSIC WAS COOLIN 
DOWN MY EARLOBES (it could have been chi11in, but we can t have 
everything.) MY FROZEN FRESH FILAS CARRIED ME AROUND THE DANCE 
FLOOR, TRYING TO ESCAPE FROM THE USUAL DANCE CROWD AND TRY TO 
LOCATE THE COLD CRUSH CROWD. THE NIGHT WAS EARLY, THE MUSIC WAS 
STALE, UNADVENTUROUS AND MOSTLY COMMERCIAL RELEASES. "SHAME"

ASIDE FROM THE EVER PRESENT MUSIC WE BUGGED AROUND AND 
CHILLED WITH THE CREWS, ALTHOUGH MOST OF THEM COULDN'T GET IN 
BECAUSE OF AGE RESTRICTIONS. 

AT ABOUT 11:00pm, THE FIRST ACT APPEARS ON STAGE.WEST SIDE 
POSSE. HAVING A LITTLE EXPERIENCE PERFORMING IN FRONT OF CROWDS, 
THESE GUYS WERE TAKING EVERYTHING IN STRIDE, THEY APPEARED RELAXED 
YET EXCITED. THE ADRENALIN WAS RUSHING UNDERNEATH THEIR MAI 
JACKETS, ADORNED WITH WSP LOGOS. 

THE FIRST SONG THEY PERFORMED WAS THEIR NEWIE "COLD DISSIN." 
UNFORTUNATELY I MISSED MOST OF THEIR LYRICS ’n SUCH, BUT IT WAS A 
MUCH BETTER SONG THAN THEIR NEXT ONE "PULL THAT TRIGGER." THE 
ONLY GRIPE I HAVE IS THAT THERE WAS NO ORGANISATION TO THEIR 
APPEARANCE. THIS COULD HAVE BEEN FAR MORE INTERESTING TO THEIR 
AUDIENCE IF THE'/ HAD A LITTLE STRUCTURE TO THEIR STAGE PRESENTATION 

NEXT ON WERE MIGHTY BIG CRIME. DISLIKE THEM OR LOATHE THEM, 

IT'S UP TO YOU. BUT AS LONG AS IT REMAINS LIKE THAT, TO FOOLISHLY 
RIDICULE YOUR OWN PRESENCE BY THROWING OBJECTS AND JEERING THEM 
WHILE THEY PERFORM IS STOOPID. THANKFULLY THEY WERE BACKED BY A 
COMPETANT DJ (Drew Muirhead). WHO HAS IMPROVED CONSIDERABLY 
FOLLOWING HIS EUROPEAN EXCURSION. (by the way, their new single 
"Get Outta My Face" has got the most inane and misplaced scratches 
and samples I’ve heard recently. They've been thrown in HIGGLY 
PIGGLY. In other words, get this shit off my table. They may be 
great musicians but please be aware of the repercussions that 
occur when a shoddy mix is created and Joe Public is told that 
this is HIP HOP.)
